who

Amhorst, >". H. where Hezekiah raised 
a family of eight children. 
The oldest 


was Lieut. John Lovejoy. who moved 
from Amlierst to this 
vicinity in 1795. 


The other 
great 
grandson. Francis, 


moved from Amherst to Albion, where 
were horn his famous grandsons—the 
former whose life was taken while de 
fending 
the cause of anti-slavery at 


Alton. 111., the later, who 
championed 


the same cause in congress with elo- 
quence and during in the days when an 
abolitionist 
was 
almost 
a'n 
outlaw. 


The history says: 


Captain Hezekiah Lovejoy 
and his 


son John were notable men in Amber,st 
during and after the revolutionary period 
Hezekiah's signature is affixed to var- 
ious papers on church and state matters. 
He was several times on the committee 
to procure soldiers for the continental 
army and was chosen on the Committee 
of Safety from 1777 to 1781—also on a 
committee to examine the constitution 
of the state and approve and adopt a 
new one. 
Wo find the names of Hezo- 


kiah and John Lovejoy signed to the 
following patriotic document in 1776: 


'•We, the subscribers, do hereby en- 


gage and promise that we will, to the 
utmost of our power, at the risk of our 
lives and fortunes, with arms, oppose 
the hostile proceedings 
of the British 


fleets and armies against the United 
Colonies." 


They kept this promise by afterwards 


risking their lives in the Revolutionary 
army, where they served faithfully and 
with honor. Their fortunes were lost in 
the vicissitudes of war and the financial 
stress following, and so they decided to 
emigrate to Maine and begin anew. 


Capt. Hezekiah prospected this region 


and soon after Lieut. Jobn Lovejoy 
with his 
wife Martha Odell and eight 


children moved from 
Amherst to Fay- 


ette, making the journey of 200 miles in 
an ox cart, 
He bought a tract of land 


about midway between fnyptto 
Mills 


and North Wayne, reaching 
from the 


old Plymouth Grant line on the west to 
Lovejoy Pond on the cast, and extend

From all that 
can be learned it is evident that the 
protest was presented during the ab- 
sence of President McKinley in the 
west, for Secretary Hay requested that 
he be given time until he had an op- 
portunity of consulting the president 
before submitting the American reply.
